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Council will take action 
on sewer forcemain breaks 


Council, meeting as Com- 
mittee of the Whole Monday 
night, acted mainly ii accor- 
dance with recommendations 
of the chief administrator, 
Robert Byron, to solve the 
problem of frequent breaks 
in the six inch sewer force 
main from a lift station on 
the south bank of the Sturg- 
eon river to Belmont Drive 
along Highway two, 

There has been a history 
of breaks inthe main, result- 
ing in problems of varying 
degree, such as flooding in 
the Dairy Queen basement, 
but with 11 breaks in 1973, 
six of them in November, 
the matter of raw sewage 
entering the Sturgeon River 
became a prime concern, 
particularly if there could be 
any possibility of contamin- 
ating the Village of Gibbons 
water supply. 

As a matter of good pro-~ 
cedure Mr, MarceldeCham-~ 
plain of the engineering dee 
partment advises the senior 
health inspector, Mr, Ken 


McAmmond of Sturgeon 
He alth Unit when such breaks 
occur, Ordinarily Mr, Mc- 
Ammond does not feel it 
necessary to advise the de- 
partment of the Environe 
ment of the situation, but 
following the series of 
breaks in November he did 
talk to Engineer Jan Maan- 
dag, and was told that the 
breaks would be fixed as 
they occurred, offering no 
alternative, 

Mr. McAmmond then con- 
tacted Mr, S. McClure of 
the Department and advised 
him of the problem, He also 
telephoned the town’s chief 
administrator, who had not 
known of the problem, A 
meeting was arranged Dec, 
10th with the administrator, 
health inspector, engineer 
and Mr. McClure, and it was 
suggested that the line be 
abandoned, Mr. McClure 
wanted to know what action 
would be taken and Mr, Byron 
advised him that the town 
would have a proposal for

Council to act on unsafe hill 


Under new business at 
Monday night’s committee of 
the whole meeting, Coun, 
Throndson opened by stating 
that between Nov, 1st and 
Jan. 7th, there had been six 
cases of compressed frac- 
tures of the spine taken to 
Sturgeon General Hospital, 
plus a number of head ine 
juries, through accidents on 
the seven hills, ‘‘It is time 
we do something,’’ he said, 
‘Tt was turned down last 
year and nothing doue when 
the matter was raised,’’ He 
moved that immediate mea- 
sures be taken to make the 
seven hills more safe -leav- 
ing the subject open to all 


areas of improving the sit- 
uation, 

Councillor Lukay was em- 
phatic that council had a 
responsibility to post signs, 
warning of the danger, but 
Mayor Gibbon thought signs 
would be the most ineffec- 
tive action, as far as the 
kids are concerned, Coun- 
cillor Hudson said he would 
support the recommenda- 
tion made last time the sub- 
ject came up at council, that 
the hill be leveliea, and added 
that he would support Coun, 
Throndson’s motion, 

Bakker felt snow fencing 
might perhaps be another 
cause of injury, but said 
council should certainly have 


signs posted, Coun, de Bruijn 
said he would agree with 
banning the hill to all slid- 
ing, until and unless proper 
runs were built during the 
summer months, 

Coun, Throndson agreed 
with levelling to proper runs, 
which was what he had pro- 
posed last year, Mayor Gib- 
bon pointed out that there 
was a smooth area to the 
west. A motion to post signs 
and to have staff bring back 
a report on remedies was 
carried unanimously. 

Coun, Lukay moved that 
signs be posted on the hill, 
which carried 5 = 2 with 
Mayor Gibbon and Coun, 
Hudson opposed, 


Council & Recreation Committee

Three members of the Re- 
creation Advisory Com- 
mittee met with Committee 
of the Whole in the temporary 
council chambers at the 
Clubhouse Monday night:- 
Messrs, Charles Schroeder, 
Lorne Wood and Ken Arme 
strong. Not present were 
members Barry Cooper anc 
Sandra Harding, 

Recreation Consultant Mr, 
G. Shelley, who had present- 
ed a statement of principles 
in regard to the formation oi 
a parks and recreation board 
for the town, was also in att- 
endance, He noted that the 
statement had been prepared 
in co-operation with the Ade 
visory Commitiee and con: 
tained three sections, unde 
the headings Purposes, Ob- 
jectives and Functions, 

Coun, Bakker wondered 
about the capacity of the new 
board and Mr, Schroeder 
felt it should be partly ad- 
visory and partly function- 
al, saying that at their last 
meeting some questions and 
concerns had been raised on 
this matter, He felt that in 
some areas, such as budget, 
preparation of policies and 
in cases of proposed new 


facilities and programs, the 
role of the Board should be 
advisory, 

‘*However, once the bud- 
get and overall policies are 
approved, then the Board 
should become more opera- 
tive, This is how the com- 
mittee sees it,’’ said Mr, 
Schroeder, ‘We realize 
council has responsibility 
for overall policy decisions, 
but feel it would be unwise 
for council to be involved in 
the day-to-day decisions,’’ 

Mr. Shelley felt the dis- 
tinction is not clear cut, All 
over the province, he said, 
recreation boards submit 
budgets to councils for app- 
roval, This indicates their 
priorities and becomes a 
document a council can con- 
sider, But an operating type 
of function depends upon the 
confidence of council in the 
board, which in turn de- 
pends upon how the board 
carries out its responsibil- 
ities, Mr, Shelley felt per- 
haps the word ‘advisory’ was 
not needed in the statement 
of principles being consider- 
ed, since council has the res- 
ponsibility under the Act, 

“If you have any extension 


of duties, beyond advisory,” 
said Councillor Lukay, 
‘would it be possible to avoid 
a conflict with town staff?’ 

Mr, Schroeder felt it was 
to be expected there would

Snowmobile by-law 
case deferred 


The application of Art 
Perrott under notice of moe 
tion to have a court hearing

When he filed his notice 
of motion December 28, Mr,

So he filed an affadavit on

$100, He then asked if a 
copy of the affadavit should 
be filed with St, Albert Town 
Council, but was informed 
this would not be necess- 
ary. 

However, when the case 
came up Lawyer Sully, act- 
ing for the town on behalf 
of the firm, Brownlee, Fryett 
asked for the deferment on 
this basis, The district court 
judge has also asked Mr, 
Perrott to put his arguments 
against the bylaw, 

Mr, Perrott is acting on 
his own behalf when the hear- 
ing comes up on January 17, 
Lawyer Sully was the town’s 
legal advisor on drafting the 
bylaw in contention,

chargeable to offsite costs, 
and was told by Engineer 
Maandag that it was part of 
relocating the lagoon, ‘‘Then 
it should be charged to off-

Coun, Throndson, saying 
that the administrator’s re- 
commendations should be

fact ‘instruct’ us, We were 
to submit a proposal how=- 
ever, he noted. Vote on re~ 
commendation #2 carried 
5-1 with Coun, Lukay oppo- 
sed, and Coun, Bakker, who 
serves in a consultant capa- 
city for Stanley, abstaining, 
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of the administrator, which 
was to have Stanley engin- 
eering invite quotations from 
reputable contractors on the 
proposed work, The firm 
had suggested that after the 
documents are prepared two 
or three contractors be in- 
vited to submit firm quota- 
tions on the work, rather 
than normal tendering which 
they said was time consum- 
ing and costly. 

Mayor Gibbon couldn’t 
concur with Coun, Hudson, 
and thought that four or five 
local contractors could be 
contacted, Coun, Hudson still 
objected on principle to this 
approach and moved an ame 
endment to the recommenda- 
tion, to provide for normal 


tendering, Vote on the am- 
endment carried 5-1 with 
Mayor Gibbon opposed (Coun 
Bakker abstaining), Motion 
as amended carried 6-0, 

These recommendations 
will now have to come before 
regular meeting of council 
January 14 before any action 
is taken on the proposal 
which was submitted by Stan- 
ley Engineering on Dec, 18, 
It should be noted also that 
while $6,000 is needed for 
the temporary new main, the 
pipe can be salvaged and re- 
used as soon as there inter- 
ceptor becomes operational 
this fall, 

There have been no 
breaks this month and it is 
to be hoped there won’t be 
anymore before the tempor- 
ary line can be constructed,

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Tax Tips Column 


Q My employer pays me 
an allowance to cover my 
board and room while I am 
working at distant work sites 
away from my ordinary place 
of residence where I support 
my wife and family, Pre- 
viously, I was told that this 
had to be included in income 
for income tax purposes be- 
cause I was not a construc- 
tion worker, ! understand 
that this no longer applies, 
Is this correct? 

A, Yes, This exempting 
provision now applies to all 
workers employed at a dis- 
tant work site providing they 
meet the other necessary 
conditions, 


Q I arrived in Canada 
in April of 1973 and I am 
told that I have to prorate 
my $100 standard deduction 
for medical fees and charit- 
able donations when filing 
my income tax return, What 
does this mean? 

A, As explained in the 
Guide which accompanies 
your tax return, you need 
report only the income you 
earned after you arrived in 
Canada, On the other hand, 
you are not entitled to claim 
personal exemptions and the 
standard deduction for the 
full year, For example, if 
you arrived in Canada on 
April 15 you would have re- 
sided here for 260 of the 
365 days of 1973 and would 
be entitled to claim a stand- 
ard deduction of 260/365 of 
$100 or $71.23 instead of 
$100, Your personal exemp- 
tion would be calculated in 
a similar way, 


Q Do I have to get re- 
ceipts for charitable dona- 
tions? 

A, Y2s, You have to se- 
cure receipts for all claims 
for charitable donations, You 
may list your claims on the 
schedule provided with your 
income tax return, and you 
must attach the receipts to 
the return, 


Q Can adivorced woman 
claim the equivalent married 
exemption of $1,400 for a 
13 year old child (no income) 


in a mental institution, if 
she pays the expenses such 
as medical, clothing, etc, 

A, No, The child would 
have to live with the taxpayer 
in the self-contained domes- 
tic establishment maintained 
by the taxpayer, 


Q I contribute, at my 
place of employment, to a 
pension plan, However, I 
want to have alarger pension 
when I retire I have also 
taken out a retirements sav- 
ings plan with a trust come 
pany, What is the maximum 
contribution that I can claim 
on my income tax form for 
both of them? 

A, AS an employee you are 
allowed to deduct your con- 
tributions to the pension 
plan and your registered re- 
tirement savings plan upto a 
combined total of $2,500 or 
20 per cent of your earned 
income if it is less than 
$12,500, 


Q I amself-employed and 
I pay into a registered re- 
tirement savings plan with 
an insurance company, Ihave 
no salaried income and 
understand that I can claim 
for income tax purposes, a 
maximum of $4,000 for my 
retirement savings plan, Is 
this correct? 

A, If you are not covered 
by an employee pension plan 
you would be entitled to claim 
amounts paid into a regist- 
ered retirement savings plan 
up to $4,000, or 20 per cent 
of your earned income for 
the year, whichever is less, 


Q I understand that the 
employment expense deduc- 
tion can be claimed to a 
maximum of $150, CanIstill 
claim my union dues in addi- 
tion to this claim? 

A. Yes, You can still 
claim your union dues as you 
did in previous years, Please 
note, however, that receipts 
are not required for the 
employment expense deduc- 
tion but you should secure 
receipts for your union dues 
and attach these to your ree 
turn,

Shortages, Shortages!

According to a committee 
of industry executives there 
may soon be supply problems 
in almost all the consumer 
goods industries, 

The committee, in apaper 
prepared for delivery to the 
National Economic Outlook 
Conference, cites shortages 
of basic raw materials such 
as steel, aluminum, wood, 
petroleum = based products, 
and fibres, 

In addition, the committee 
has warned that further in- 
creases in the percentage of 
gross national product siph- 
oned off in taxation ‘‘seems 
likely’ to have a ‘‘stultifying 
economic effect,’’ 

The industry’s problems 
include: shortages of raw 
materials and skilled labour, 
relatively inefficient units, 
‘pedestrian’ design, an in- 
efficient marketing system 
(which includes lack of mar= 
ket research), and a poor 
return on investment, 

Naturally, all these pro= 
blems are not found inevery 
branch of the industry but 
there is one factor; excess- 
ive demand, which seems to 
be common to the entire con= 
sumer goods industry. 

Shortages in the industry 
are, no doubt, going to affect 
us all. However, the farmer 
is in for a double dose when

crucial products as fertiliz- 
er, machinery parts, twine,

would imagine differences 
at budget time, for example’’ 
he said, - 

As the population increas- 
es, and recreation demands 
increase in parallel fashion’’ 
said Mr, Shelley, ‘‘Council 
will not be able to deal with 
all recreation matters, They 
would want to use the Re- 
creation Board for reports, 
Under the bylaw council will 
have spending authority, 
Once the budget is approved, 
the Board has operating 
function,’’ Mr, Shelley felt 
there is one danger, ‘‘When 
a Board is used by staff as 
a lobbying agent - which can 
happen anyway, but more so 
through a board - and when 
funds are scarce, as they 
always are, you run into 
problems, ’’ 

Coun, Lukay asked if the 
Board could instruct staff to 
carry out certain duties, Mr, 
Schroeder felt the only staff 
the board would be in touch 
with would be the parks and 
recreation director, Per~ 
haps in such a case where 
the board felt rinks should 
be ready by Nov, 15 = or 
rink boards needed main- 
tenance to a certain level, 
for example, The board 
would communicate with the 
director, and if funds were 
in budget, he could go ahead, 

This would mean two cha- 
nnels of communication, said 
Coun, Fyfe, Council to the 
chief administrator, and the 
board to the parks ard re- 
creation director, which 
would lead to confrontation, 

*‘On one hand you want an 
active board, and on the 
other hand council is saying 
they don’t want a board un- 
less it does as we say,”’ 
said Mr, Schroeder, ‘‘We 
have had history of this att- 
itude here,’’ If council wants 
a board then give them more 
than strictly advisory capa- 
city, or they will say to 
He-- with you. This has 
happened, Mr, Schroeder al- 
so felt that council has not 
enough time to do all that is 
required of them and should 
welcome an operating board, 


Mr. Armstrong said that 
in matters of determining 
needs, for example, certain 


statistical information could 
be available, Should the 
board go to the P & R dept,, 
or to the town manager, and 
have him ask that the infor- 
mation be supplied? He also 
wondered if the P & R de- 
partment personnel would be 
doing any work for the board, 

It would only be aproblem 
if large costs were involved, 
said Coun, Bakker, Or if a 
priority is out by council ~ 
which would be first call on 
the director’s time, Coun, 
Throndson thought the only 
difference here is with the 
Director, and there is no 
problem as long as the board 
advises council, They may 
discuss anything they wish 
with a director, but cannot 
direct, 

Coun, Hudson felt some 
unfair pre-judgements had 
been made against council, 
This council has already ine 
dicated they want to take a 
new approach to recreation, 
he said, There is no proof 
of what Mr, Schroeder says, 
Which is a comment only, 
he added, 

Coun, de Bruijn said a 
parks and recreation direc- 
tor has to come under the 
supervision of the chief ad- 
ministrator, and functions 
as a resource person to the 
Board, An autonomous board 
is another head on a mons- 
ter - causing continuous con= 
flict and confrontation, he 
said, If the board is to func- 
tion this way, its members 
should be elected, Then they 
would have control of the ree 
creation budget, I couldn’t 
condone autonomy and the 
interference with staff, We 
need cohesion to get the best 
value for our money, It is 
my personal opinion that the 
board should recommend 
directly to council, he said, 
In conclusion he noted that 
he didn’t know if the Board 
members would in fact have 
any more time available than 
the councillors, 

Noting that his previous 
remarks had referred to past 
councils, Mr. Schroeder 
went on to say that the re- 
creation committee requires 
either a receptive council, 
or a condition where the 
board has a guarantee of 
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playing a meaningful role, 
which, he felt requires cer- 
tain public statements of 
council’s intentions, 

Coun, Fyfe said it was the 
concensus of council to atte 
empt to see if the board will 
work as an advisory body = 
with goodwill on both sides, 
and felt such a board could 
be very functional, 

The committee has not 
had an opportunity to get 
into details, said Mr, Sche 
roeder, the situation is ina 
state of flux, We want direce 
tion from council as to their 
intent, and a fair amount of 
direction on relationships 
between staff, committee and 
council,

Library Board approves 
new check out equipment 


Over the past year the St, 
Albert Public Library has 
been a busy busy place with 
new books coming in almost 
daily and hundreds going out 
daily, In fact, the circulation 
at the library has doubled 
in just two years, This has 
meant a tremendous in- 
crease in the work involved 
in checking books in and out, 
naturally, 

In anticipation of an even 
greater use this year the 
library board approved the 
installation of a photographic 
check out system like that 
used in most large public 
libraries, The system ine 
volves giving each book che- 
cked ‘out a unique number 
which is printed on a small 
IBM card, punched for eas~ 
jer sorting, and taking a 
photograph on microfilm of 
this card, and the card from 
the book with the author and 
title information on it, and 
the borrowers: card, When 
books are returned in three 
weeks the film has been de= 
veloped, The punched cards 


are taken from returned 
books and put back in se- 
quential order, Then missing 
numbers are looked up on 
the microfilm and there is 
the information on the title 
of the book and the borrower 
who is then notified that the 
book is now overdue, 

What the system means 
to library users is that they 
no longer have to write their 
name on each book borrowed 


but need only present their 
books and their library card 
at the desk and the camera 
does the rest, making borr- 
owing books much quicker 
and easier for the staff and 
the public, But it also neces- 
sitates bringing your library 
card in order to borrow 
books, Books may still be 
borrowed for three weeks 
and there is no charge for 
joining the library,

Bible Society Secretary 
will be guest speaker 


at Braeside Church 


Rev, E, M, B, Wheelock 
will be the guest speaker at 
Braeside Presbyterian 
Church on Sunday, Jan, 13, 
A Nova Scotian by birth, he 
is a graduate in Arts and 
Divinity from Acadia Uni- 
versity, Wolfville, N.S,, and 
also is Master of Sacred 
Theology (S,T.M.) from An- 
dover Newton Theological 
School in Massachusetts, He 
served as Associate Mini- 
ster of First Baptist Church 
Moncton, N.B, and mini- 
stered to Churches in Cape 
Breton, and in Plaster Rock 
and Fairville (now part of 
Saint John) in New Bruns- 
wick before becoming Dis- 
trict Secretary of the Cana- 
dian Bible Society in 1947, 

Mr, Wheelock has been 
District Secretary of the 
North Alberta District of 
the Canadian Bible Society 
in Edmonton since 1964, be- 
fore that time occupying the 
similar position in New 
Brunswick and Prince Ed- 
ward Island, His office is in 
the building with the Cana- 
dian Bible Society Bookstore 
at 10345 Jasper Avenue, Ed- 
monton, The Bookstore is a 
District operation of the So= 
ciety, profits going into the 
world work of the Society. 

As a member Society of 
the United Bible Societies, 
the Canadian Bible Society 
is an important unit in mak- 
ing the Bible available and 
distributing it widely to about 
80 per cent of the worlds 
population, All scriptures 
supplied to Asia, Africa and 
Latin America have to be 
heavily subsidized, Few in- 
deed would be able to pay 
the bare cost of production, 
As a result about 95 per 
cent of all Scriptures dis- 
tributed in these widespread 
areas are linked with the 
work of the United Bible So- 
cieties, 

World distribution of Sce 
riptures by the United Bible 
Societies in 1972 totalled 
more than 218 million copies 
in 150 countries, anincrease 
of 47 million over the year 
before, but still inadequate, 
Scripture translation is now 
involving the United Bible 
Societies in some 600 diffe 
erent language projects. A 
staff of trained consultants 
are now available to meet 
with the translators in dir- 
ect consultation relative to 
their many problems, and 
Scriptures appeared inanew 
language for the first time on 


Mr, E, M, B, Wheelock, 


secretary of the North 
Alberta District Canadian 
Bible Society, 


an average of every nine days 
during 1972, Scriptures are 
now in 1,500 languages, of 
which 255 have the whole Bi- 
ble and a further 346 awhole 
New Testament, A further

of the Bible, 

A most interesting new 
development in Bible Society 
work is the production of 
Scripture Selections espe- 
cially designed for New Rea- 
ders, It is reported that a 
million more people learn to 
read every five days, but that 
due to the great lack of mate 
erial on the level they can 
use to test out and improve 
their reading ability, more 
than half of them in some 
countries revert back to fune 
ctional illiteracy, 

This situation has long 
been keenly felt, and has 
been cited by every UNESCO 
conference on literacy as 
the major block in keeping 
those who have been taught 
the principles of reading 
from actually doing so, The 
Bible Society linguistic
